Dr. Rowse is a distinguished 
scholar, and he ' has written nume- 
rous works' on a wide range of 
historical subjects.

—It' sold inbre than 120,000 copies 
in Britain alone. 

He also believes that history 
teaches by experience and he has 
written vigorously on recent af- 
fairs, including works on John 
Klaynard Keynes and a biography 
of Sb: Winston Churchill. At pre- 
sent he is completing a biography 
of William Shakespeare for the 
Fourth Centenary in 1004. 

Three Lectures 

In his first lecture at McGill, 
Dr. Rowse will discuss "The Poli- 
tical Uses of History". "Tlie Role 
of Germany in Modern History" 
will be the subject of his second 
lecture, and his final lecture will 
be on the topic "The Responsibility 
of the HUstorian". 

The Beatty lèctures were estab- 
lished by a generous gift from the 
late Dr.. H. A. Beatty,, In memory 
of his brother, Sir Edpu:dj|Beatty, 
who was Chancellor^fthéSUnlv- 
crslty from 1020 until his death 
In 1043.

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The Open Society? 

The^Open Society, its goals, mechanics, and nrteth- 
ods, has recently been the subject of much comment 
in these columns. As university students and citizens 
we feel concerned with the form of government under 
which we live and the techniques that government 
employs to promote its well being. While all is not 
and will never be black or white, good or bad, even 
in our bipolar world; while we cannot hope to perfect 
our Western society, just as the Communists will never 
achieve their Marxian ideal; we must neverthéless be 
constonly on our guard and condemn those tactics 
which, while designed to protect our way of life, are 
likely to undermine it. 

If it is deserving of our loyalty, the Open Society 
must be capable of responding to threats^ in Its^.ovy 
terms and not by resorting to authoritarian ''tactics 
which are foreign to its ideals. It was for this reason 
that we protested the expulsion of Gus Hall from 
Canada. It is for this reason that we will protest any 
curtailment of fundamental freedoms, albeit In the 
name of freedom. 

In recent weeks an ugly spectre has raised its 
head in Canadian university speres.- Beginning with 
a very unfortunate incident in Winnipeg, questioning 
the right of a prominent educator to take visitors, on 
a tour of that city, wherever he liked, rumors of RCMP 
Infiltration into Canadian universities have grown ra- 
pidly. Stories of students engaged by this respected 
police force to report on the activities of their fellow 
students and their professors have become widespread. 
From the lips of the overly dramatic, the word Mc- 
Carthyism is being used to describe the problem. 

In an effort to clarify this situation authoritatively, 
the Canadian Association of University Teachers, re- 
presenting the faculties of 39 universities, formally 
requested, on January 8, a statement from the Justice 
Department. After dealing at some length with the 
undesirability of such practices and the extent to which 
they threaten academic freedom, the letter concluded 
with the following request;— 

"We do not assert that these charges are 
true; we do earnestly request the Department 
(of Justice) to give us some informatioTi as to their 
truth or falsity." 

Two weeks have passed and no^ reply^ has been 
forthcoming. It cannot be that the Jus0e|Department 
does not know, the answer to such a serious question. 
Surely, even If this were the case. Immediate inquiries 
by the Minister of Justice would have elicited prompt 
answers. 

Perhaps the authorities feel that their silence will 
result In the entire issue "dying down". If so they are 
suffering from a grave mtsunderstanding of the situa- 
tion. Far from "dying down", this question, if unan- 
swered, will grow out of all proportions with very 
serious results. No one denies the government the right 
to maintain a veil of secrecy when matters of national 
security are concerned. However, the resentment which 
such unconfirmed rumors are certain to breed is, in 
the long run, far more damaging than an honest 
admission that a program of surveillance has been 
undertaken, If indeed it has. We would unquestionably 
regret the latter. must deplore the former. For the 
take of our entlre&^ucational system and political 
heritage It is vital /t^^s matter be settled as quickly 
as possible. ^^JP?*?

first Term Progress

As a new term begins, It Is Important to consider what benefits have accrued on the credit 
side of the Students' Society ledger during the fall term recently completed. The benefits referred 
to are not of an exclusively financial nature, but include also those positive achievements, ima- 
ginative innovations and liealthy expansions brought about through the.efforts of your Students' 
Executive Council. 



Tlie budgets passed in October 
had expenditures which showed 
a total in excess of $205,000. Ev- 
ery possible effort was made by 
the Finance Committee to ensure 
all student organizations the ne- 
ccssary support to carry on and, ' 
wherever possible, to expand 
their activities. The theory be- 
hind this being that it was tho 
responsibility of Council to en- 
courage as broad a participation 
as possible in campus activities. 

If any one achievement can be 
singled out to take precedence 
.over all others, this no doubt 
would be the finalizing of plana 
for the liew Union. Throughout 
the summer months of July and 
August, representatives of the 
SEC, Including the Students' So- 
ciety President,. worked along 
with Mr. Guy Desbarats, of Af-' 
fleck, Desbarats, Dlmakopoulos, 
Lcbensold, Michaud and Sise, In 
order to facilitate the prepara- 
tion and submission of the final 
working plans for the new build- 
ing, so that its actual construc- 
tion could begin early in 1963 
without further delay. The first 
step in this direction has already 
taken place with the demolition 
of the buildings on the McTavlsh 
Street site. 

Investigate Costs 

Next in Importance was the 
setting up by Council of a com- 
mittee to . look Into the operat- 
ing costs' of the, new building. 
Estimates were made and a bud- 
get projectedi'jsfter a thorough 
- investigation ' had been carried 
out In consultation with experts. 
This budget gave conclusive evi- 
dence that additional revenue 
would have to be obtained if the 
students . were to continue to 
manage their own building as 
they have done in the past 

To accomplish this, an open 
meeting of the Students' Society 
was called and presented with a 
proposed amendment to the con- 
stitution raising fees to cover the- 
se additional management and. 
administrative expenses. The a- 
mendment was posscd, to become 
effective during the 1964^5 ses- 
sion. 

As a direct result of the Socio- 
logical Survey inaugurated dur- 
ing a previous session and com- 
pleted during this past term, an 
Education Committee was set up 
to Investigate various aspects of 
students' opportunities (a) to re- 
ceive the benefit of a university 
education, (b) to receive proper 
guidance in the choice of cour- 
ses and (c) to receive a more 
Individual type of attention and 
consideration throughout his col- 
lege life when needed, to avoid 
loss of his personal identity as a 
student. These are but a few of 
the aims of the committee, which 
has now drawn up a question- . 
nairc to be distributed to stu- 
dents this term. 

The success of last year's char- 
tered flight has resulted In a new 
one, accommodating more stu- 
dents, being arranged by the 
SEC In conjunction with the 
NFCUS Travel Department 

A new. contract , was negotiated - 
for an Accident and Sickness In- 
surance Policy which doubled the 



protection previously offered 
from $500 to $1,000 for any stu- 
dent who wished to take advant- 
age of the coverage on a purely 
voluntaiy basis. 

. ^^ThO'Broadcasting Committee's 
èducaUonal FM program comple- 
ted a successful year of operation 
with CFCF, and have been in the 
process of expanding their out- 
put with the approval of Council. 

The Annual has broken all sa- 
les records this year with the sa- 
le of 2,150 copies of Old McGllI, 
as against a previous high of 
1,000 copies. 

Deposits 
Mandatory 

To counteract a repetition of 
-expenses incurred for damage 
done to trains during special 
football excursions to Toronto 
and Kingston, a new policy was 
established this year whereby a 
$2.00 deposit was made by each 
student when purchasing a tick- 
et, refundable a week to ten days 
later once it was ascertained no 
damage had been done. Twice 
the deposit was returned, but un- 
fortunately, winning the Yates 
Trophy in Kingston seemed too 
much for some of our more en- 
thusiastic football fans, and the 
last deposit was used to' pay the 
tab. 

The Daily, with additional fi- 
nancial support from Council, 
has added pages to Its regular 
issues, brought out special Issues, 
and has raised the general level 
of the paper Immeasurably as a 
result. The Blood Drive, while 
falling short of its goal, never- 
theless did manage to squeeze a 
few more pints than ever before 
out of the more conscientious 
members of the student body. 

Treasure Van topped previous 
records on our campus, and the 
Debating Union was more proli- 
fic than ever before. The Open 
House program, an event which 
takes place every three years at 
McGill, played a prominent part 
In fall activities and succeeded 
In doing an excellent job of pu- 
blic relations. Not only did it In- 
crease Its scope, but It spent less

equal amount from Council); 
Canadian Cancer - Society 10%; 
Montreal Association for Multi- 
ple Sclerosis 10%; Quebec Heart 
Foundation 10%, and Muscular 
Dystrophy Association 10%. 

On the whole, your Students' 
Executive Council has fulfilled 
Its responsibility with Imagina- 
tion, foresight and conscientious- 
ness. Each year, with increased 
enrolment as well as an increa- 
se In tho number of students who 
become interested In student 
activities, the pressures on your 
Council increase also.

Make A Showing 
At Can-Am Meet 

Approximately sixty swimmers 
formed the Canadian Team com- 
peting in the Canadian-American 
Swim Meet in Detroit on Saturday, 
January 10. Two of them were 
McGill's Nils Vikander and Bill 
Peers. 

Both agreed that the competition 
was keener than In any entirely 
Canadian meet. 

Vikander entered one event — 
the 200 yd. breaststrokc. In spite 
of tying, for thh^ spot, the judges 
gave the decision to his equal, 
another Canadian. The first and 
second placers were both from 
Indiana University, with times un- 
der the Canadian record. 

Peers 

In two individual events, the 
100 yard backstroke and the 100 
yard freestyle. Peers placed second 
and fourth respectively. In the for- 
mer, he finished just seven-tenths 
of a second behind the winner, who 
was clocked at 60.1. 

Peers' time for the 100 yd. free- 
style was 63.1, the winner having 
a time of 50.8 seconds. He also a 
member of the Canadian Relay 
team in the 200 yd. freestyle, fi- 
nishhig.a dose second with a time 
of 1:35.3.. 

Incidentally, in spite of the efforts 
of Vikander and Peers, the Ame- 
ricans routed the Canadian Team 
with 294 points for the complete 
afternoon while Canadians ma- 
naged a total of 89.
